for the bhort space of 15 minutes, w hie b, 
though not long, was an inconvenience to 
some ga-i consumers. 
The shutting off 


was unavoidable and was caused by the 
fact that the new Main street bridge has 
been delayed. 
The company has an 


eight-inch main over tha river, placed 
there temporarily until the bridge would 
be finished. This pipe is insufficient for 
the con .umption, and the company has 
laid a new and temporary six-inch pipe 
from t IB works to Marshall street 
so that :;ood service can be given. The 
shut off this morning was made necessary 
by the connecting of the now pipe with 
the rnajn. This temporary pipe may 
prove oi value in the future.

SMASHES ALL RECORDS 


The Great Steamer Wilhelm Der 


Grosse Breaks Sea Records 


in Both Directions. 


New York, Oct. 6.—A. cablegram re- 
,- 


ceived from London this morning an- , 
nounces that the new North German ' 
Lloyd steamer Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse) • 
was sighted passing Scilly Islands light at , 
10.35 this forenoon. This annoucoment i 
makes it quite certain that the steamer 
has broken completely all previous rec- j 
ords held to Plymouth ana Southampton, j 
and brought the time of passage across i 
the Atlantic to the English Channel very 
close to the much-talked-ofJBve days. 


The Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse sailed 


from New York for Plymouth and Bre- 
men on September 30th, clearing: the bar 
at 6.02 p. m. and the Lightship twenty 
minutes later. 
Allowing four hours for 


the run from Scilly to Plymouth, she is 
due there about 2.35 o'clock this after- 
noon and this will make the time of pas- 
sage about five days, 15 hours and 13 
minutes. 


This is better by IS hours and 11 minntes 
than the time of the Hamburg liner 


t'uerst Bfsmarck, which has hold the Ply- 
mouth record of 6 days, 9 hours and 24 
minutes since August, 1S96, and beats the 
Southampton record held by the Ameri- 
can liner St. Louis of 6 days, 10 hours and 
14 minutes, made last month, by about 14 
hours, for had she been going to South- 
ampton she would hav-3 been due there 
about S.30 o'clock this evening. 
The 


average speed made on the passage 
would be about 21.50 knots per hour with 
her arrival at Plymouth at the time 
reckoned. 


The Kaiser William der Grosse on her 


arrival here on September 26, on her 
maiden trip, made the passage 
from 


Southampton in five days, 22 hours and 
35 minutes, an average speed ol 21,39 
knots, lowering the westward South- 
ampton record, held by the Si, Paul by 
one hour and 56 minutes. 
By smashing 


the records both eastward and westward 
she is now queen of the Southampton 
course.

New York, Oct. G.—The first news of a 


most serious rict at Santo Domingo, in i 
h\bich five men, one of them rich, and ! 
the others more or less well known, 
were killer! and over 30 moi e men wound- 
ed, was brought here by Ilarri^op K. 
Williams, until recently United States 
consul at San Jose. Costa Rica. The 
riot was between influential partisans 
of President Isle-Etas and his opponents. 
The two parties had planned a demon- 
stration In their club rooms in Santo 
Domlng-o three weeks ago last Sunday. 
On the afternoon of that clay they pa- 
raded through the stioots. About 100 
men were in both marching- parties. In 
order to reach their rooms they had to 
pass one another. 


They met in the mam street opposite 


the cathedral. 
Both sides had swords, 


when, some one fired a pistol. In e, ' 
twinkling- bullets were whizzing plenti- I 
fully. Knivrs were used and stones I 
hurled. Every man was bent on blood- j 
filed. The priests1 came running out of 
the cathedral and called on the rioters | 
to desist. The riot waged for some 
IHUe time longer, but finally the efforts 
Of the priests were successful. 


The ground was then found to be 


strewn with bleeding men. Three were 
already dead and ;10 or more wounded. 
Many of the wounded and two or three i 
of the dead were carried away by their 
friends. Current report had it that over 
60 had been wounded. The latter were 
taken into the cathedral and cared for. 
Two of them died the next day. Among 
the killed was Mr. Zamora, one of Costa 
Eica's richest men. 


When Iglezias heard of tlie affray he 


immediately declared himself dictator, 
Mr. Williams says. He did this so as to 
make absolute the assurance of preserv- 
ing the peace ancl having no repetition 
of the deadly riot, and that he will be 
re-elected president, not because he had

in 147 to 39. The convention then broke 
up and the delegates dispersed. Franklin

Tuesday night and was asked if he had

deep appreciation of the great honor 
which has been conferred upon me b/ 
the convention. I think the Republicans 
of the first Massachusetts district will be 
a witness to the fact that I have in no way 
sought the nominition. 
When I re- 


quested the voters not to consider my 
name I did so with the farm belief 
that my request would be granted and 
and the full expectation that this nomi-

been the outcome no one would have sup- 
poi ted the candidate more earnestly and 
enthusiastic than myself

It brings with 
it heavj responsibilities which I solemnly

I am a Republican with a sincere
